MR. YOSHIZAWA’S 


IMPRESSIVE. 
SPEECH. 


Tokyo, To-day. 

“Manchuria is the key to pence 
in the Far East.” declared Mr. 
Yoshizawa in an_ impressive 
speech on Japanese forcizn policy 
at the openiny of the sixtieth 
session of the Imperial Diet this 
morning. . " 

Declnuring that Manchuria re- 
presented the most important 
question confronting the Japan- 
ese Government and one which 
‘was engaging the profound at- 
tention of the entire world, he 
attributed the present situation 
to the fact that China was tak- 
ing advantage of “Japanese com- 
plaisance” to set at naught the 
treaty of contractual rights and 
intereste, He added, “Our pro- 
tests and warnings were un- 
availing, and the patience of the 
. Japanese people had been severe- 
ly tried before the blasting of 
the railway line which  preci- 
pitated the collision between 
Chinese and, Japanese troops.” 

Reasserting that. Manchuria 
was the key to peace in the Far 
East, Mr. Yoshizawa continued, 
“This was true before the war 
between Russia and Japan, and 
it is even truer to-day, We were, 
in the past, responsible. for peace 
and order in Manchuria, and our 
responsibilities there are now 
enhanced.” 

He emphasised that Japan 
harboured ‘no territorial ambi- 


tions in Manchuria, and declared! 


that she would uphold the prin- 
ciple of the open door and equal 
opportunities for all. 

Mr. Yoshizawa charged the 
Chinese Government with dir- 
ectly fostering and encouraging 
enmity against Japan, 

Referring to the Teague of 
Nations and America, he said 

‘ both, following the clarifying ex- 
Dlanations of the Japanese Govy- 
ernment, Were now better uble to 
appreciate the Japanese position 
in relation to Manchuria, 

He also expressed satisfaction 
regarding the Soviet’s “im- 
partiality and non-interference.” 

In conclusion he referred. to 
the hopeful terms of the QDis- 
armament Conference from which 
he trusted something tangible 
would be forthcoming in the 
shape of an agreement “alike 
rational, equitable and. contribu: 
ting to the establishment of per- 
manent peace in the world.—

Mr. Walter P. Chrysler, America’s 
third largest motor-car manufactur- 
ei, has ‘decided, in order to retain 
the British market for his cara, 
that he’ must erect a British factory. 

There has been for some time past 
a British subsidiary company, 
Chrysler Motors Ltd, with works 
at Kew, whore Chrysler cars are as- 
sembled and in some instances fitted 


with British bodles and accessories. . 


This company will greatly extend 
its activities shortly. Additional 
workshops are to be erected; and 
future cars sold here by the com- 
pany will to a considerable extent be 
produced from British materials by 
British. labour. 

Mr. Chrysler thus comes into line 
with Mr.. Henry .Ford and General 
Motors. These three producers are 
responsible for practically 70 per 
cent, of the total American output.

HOW THE 


CABINET 


Sy WORKS 


A SIR: J. SIMON’S ADDRESS. : 


Changes ‘an Catinet pachinery: 


and method which strike a Minister, 


who returns to the Cabinet after‘a’ 


considerable interval were described 
by Sir John Simon at King’s College, 
London, last month. Sir John was 
& Cabinet Minister before and.dur- 
ing part of the war, and he recent- 
ly returned te the Cabinet as Scere- 
tary for Foreign Affairs after an 
interval of fifteen years. 

Sir John said that there were only 
who had had the 
experience. of being Cabinet Minis- 
ters before the war, and in each 


case there h. d been a break of some | 


fifteen or sixteen years between 


‘|their two periods of Cabinet re- 


sponsibility. ‘In 1913, when I be- 
eame a Cabinet Minister for ‘the 
first time, the methods by which a 
British Cabinet conducted and got 
through its business,,were much 
less highly organised than they are 
to-day. There was no Cabinet 
Secretariat ‘and there were no 
Cabinet .meetings .except Cabinet 
Ministers themselves, save ‘qn the 
rare occasions when the Prime 
‘Minister asked for the attendance of 
some other person specially con- 
cerned, The only record of 
what was discussed or de- 
dontained in the 
report which the Prime Minister 
made after .ea¢dh meeting to the 
King, and, ‘of course, that report 
was communicated to. no one 
else. -—It was, indeed, a  dis- 
trict breach of tradition and. 
a departure from the spirit 
of consultation for other Minia- 
ters to keep any record of 
their own save so far as it was 
necessary to communicate what was 
decided to the Department, for which 
an individual Minister was reapoh- 
sible. 

“Now all this hhs been caltered. 
A most responsible civil servant 
who is known as the Secretary to 
the Cabinet attends every meeting 
and. sits at the Prime Minister's 
side, If for any reason he could not 
be present his place would be taken 
by his deputy. He makes a full 
note of every Cabinet, decision, to- 
gether with such record os, is neces- 
sury of the main considerations 
which led up to it. He draws up 
the records, which, after being cir- 
culated in draft, become the official 
minutes.” 

Before every meeting a -paper 
containing the agenda was prepared 
under the Prime Minister’s instruc- 
tions and circulated with whatever 
preparatory memoranda were neces- 
sary. Whereaa twenty years ago 
members of the Cabinet usually met 
with little documentary material 
and sometimes with only a vague 
idea of what topics would arise, 
nowadays: papers. for “Cabinet con- 
sideration, each marked with its re- 
ference number. ..and duly. indexed, 
were ‘all issued r ,a continuous 
system of distribution through the 
Cabinet ‘Secretariat, ‘and the print- 
ed or typewritten!’ documents ac- 
companying vthei! tagenda’ often

Misunderstandings. 


Sir John recalled that the change 
was introduced in the later stages} 
of the war by Mr, Lloyd George, and 
by far the most authoritative critic 
of the new order was Lord Oxford. 
Other Ministers, such as Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and Lord Curzon, who 
had actual experience of both dis- 
pensations, defended. the change. 
Sir John gavé examples—for which 
he said he was indebted to Sir 
Maurice Hankey, the present. secre- 
tary to the Cabinet—drawn from 
Political memoirs which showed how 
serious misunderstangings had oc- 
casionally arisen in the absence of 
authoritative record due to different 
impressions of what was in fact de- 
cided at Cabinet meetings. 

One instance occurred after the 
bombardment of Alexandria when 
there was under consideration Sir 
Garnet Wolseley’s expedition , to 
Egypt. Lord Hartington’s pri-! 
vate: secretary wrote to Sir 
Edward Hamilton, one of the 
Prime Minister's private secre- 
taries:— 

My dear Eddy,—Harcourt and 
‘Chamberlain have both been here 
this morning and at my chief 
about yesterday’s Cabinet | pro- 
ceedings. They cannot dgree 
about what occurred. There 
must have been some decision as 
Bright’s resignation shows. My; 
chief has told me to ask you what: 
the devil was decided for he be 
damned if he knows. Will you 
_ ask. Mr. Gladstone in more con- 
ventional and less pungent terms? 
Sir John also recalled the state- 

ment of Lord Curzon who’ describ- 
ing the old Cabinet system before 
the dayg of the secretariat, said: 
“The Cabinet often had the very 
haziest notion as -to what its de- 
cisions were”. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, too, had 
said in July, 1921: “I have known 
Cabinets to break up under the im- 
pression that they had settled somé- 
thing, and every Minister going 
away asking his neighbour what 
was the decision to which they hadi 
come.” 

Sir John said he thought that 
even to-day there was no formal and 
official document which stated how 
the Cabinet was made up.

The improvement over 
last year’s results has been secured 
in the face of conditions of extreme 
difficulty, and there is rio doubt
